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REMARKS 

1 . Applicant thanks the Examiner for his remarks and observations, which 
have greatly assisted Applicant in responding. 

For the record, Applicant respectfully traverses each and every one of the 
Examiner's rebuttal comments made in the November 7 th Advisory Action. 
Additionally, Applicant respectfully traverses any and all factual assertions in the 
file that are not supported by documentary evidence. Such include assertions 
based on findings of inherency, assertions based on official notice, and any other 
assertions of what is well known or commonly known in the prior art. 

Nevertheless, the Examiner's comments are rendered moot by the 
present amendments to the independent claims. 

2. 35U.S.C.§103 

To establish a prima facie case of obviousness, three basic criteria must 
be met. First, there must be some suggestion or motivation, either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary 
skill in the art, to modify the reference or to combine reference teachings. 
Second, there must be a reasonable expectation of success. Finally, the prior art 
reference (or references when combined) must teach or suggest all the claim 
limitations. MPEP § 2143. 

Claims 1-20, 22-41, 43-62 and 64 stand rejected as being unpatentable 
over U.S. patent no. 6,192,380 ("Light") in view of U.S. published application no 
2002/0083068 ("Quass"). To describe the invention in greater detail, the 
independent claims are amended to describe that the configurable area of the 
page includes configurable regions of said page at least above and below said 
field . Support for the amendment is found in claims 25, 28, 34, 37, 46, 49, 55 
and 58. Additional support for the amendment is found in 0042 and 0044 of 
U.S. published application no. 22200068693. 

As described in the specification, field labels that are visible on a rendered 
page can be placed in any direction relative to the field that they identify, for 
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example, to either the right or left, or above the field on the page, or below it. 
Thus, a parser such as described in the combination of Light and Quass, which is 
limited to parsing text that occurs only in the same line or in the same table row 
as the associated field would be unable to locate and parse a field label that was 
placed above or below or in any other direction relative to the field other than 
preceding or following the field in the same line or table row. 

Applicant particularly notes that in view of the teachings of H 0044 and 
claims 4, 25 and 46, that the configurable area could even encompass a circle of 
configurable size around the field because defining the configurable area in 
terms of page coordinates allows specification of substantially any region at all 
on the page. The Examiner admits that the combination teaches only parsing the 
page in the same line or table row in a page . Because the independent claims 
as amended describe a configurable area that encompasses regions in any 
direction relative to the field , including above and below the field, the present 
rejection is deemed overcome. 

The dependent claims, in view of their dependence from allowable parent 
claims, are deemed to be allowable without any separate consideration of their 
merits. 

Applicant makes the above amendment only for the purpose of describing 
the invention more clearly, in the interest of advancing prosecution of the 
application. Such amendment is not an indication that Applicant agrees with the 
Examiner's position or that Applicant intends to sacrifice claim scope. Applicant 
expressly reserves the right to pursue patent protection of a scope it reasonably 
believes it is entitled to in one or more continuing applications. 

Applicant particularly disagrees with the Examiner's unreasonably broad 
interpretation that the teaching of the combination that parsers that can only 
parse text relative to a field in the same table row or same line of the page in 
which the field occurs reads on the term "any direction." As described in the 
specification, and readily deducible from the claims by the ordinarily-skilled 
practitioner, the term "any direction" literally means any direction . 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing, the claims are deemed to be in allowable 
condition. Reconsideration and prompt allowance of the claims is therefore 
respectfully requested.
